CUMULATIVE  HEALTH  RECORD 

The  Cumulative  Health  Record  (CHR)  has  been  revised  and  reprinted.    VJe  had  to  change  the 
color  to  light  orange  because  no  green  was  appropriate  for  photocopies.    The  major 
change, is  absence  of  the  section  to  record  immunizations.    This  was  done  to  make  it  per- 
fectly clear  that  the  only  official  immunization  form  is  the  blue  one. 

The  CHR  was  developed  to  lend  some  consistency  between  records  in  various  school  dis- 
tricts.   Our  intent  in  continuing  to  supply  a  Cumulative  Health  Record  is  that  the  ini-  ' 
tial  one  be  considered  a  permanent  record  for  each  child  to  be  added  onto  each  year.  We 
can't  provide  a  copy  for  each  child,  in  each  school,  every  year.    A  worksheet  may  be 
developed  within  a  school  district  to  send  home  to  get  updates  from  the  parents  on  a 
yearly  basis. 


NEW  IMMUNIZATION  CARD 

A  new  immunization  card  for  parents  is  now  available  from  MSDHES  Immunization  Program. 
The  card  replaces  the  black-cover  booklet  first  distributed  several  years  ago.    The  new 
card  is  white  and  blue  and  can  be  folded,  so  that  it  will  slide  into  a  standard  size 
plastic  picture  holder  of  a  wallet.    The  card  is  made  of  a  virtually  indestructible  fi- 
ber paper,    USE  A  BALLPOINT  PEN,  ONLY.    A  felt-tip  will  cause  the  ink  to  "bleed"  be- 
cause of  the  fibers. 

The  cards  will  be  mailed  to  hospitals  because  they  anticipated  a  new  supply  in  December 
but  it  was  delayed  by  the  change.    In  the  future  they  can  be  given  to  you  for  distribu- 
tion.   Supplies  of  new  cards  for  public  health  departments  and  private  providers  of  im- 
munization will  be  given  to  you,  public/community  health  nurses,  by  the  Field  Health 
Officer  in  your  area.    You  are  receiving  the  cards  to  distribute  to  t he  private  pro- 
viders in  your  area  since  it  will  give  you  an  opportunity  to  reaffirm  your  relation- 
ship with  them.    You  might  take  the  opportunity  to  discuss  communicable  disease  report- 
ing or/and  referral  between  you  and  they  for  all  purposes.
